Now York, Oct 4th, 
By the China from Liverpool 
24th and Queenstown 25th. Sev- 
eral English journals severely 
censaré George Augustus Salas, 
for scurrilous correspondence to 
the Times.

New York, Oct. 5th. 

The Costa Rica from Aspinwall 
the 26th, with treasure and pas- 
sengers has arrived. 

Steps have been taken by the 
Peruvian government towards the 
settlement of the Spanish Peru- 
vian difficulty. Congress passed 


| resolutions that war will be de- 


clared against Spain as the last 
measure to obtain the most com- 
plete honorable satisfaction for 
the indignity of Spain to Peru; 
and if the Chicha Islands are not 
given up, and the flag of the re- 
public saluted by Spain, the Exec- 
utive is empowere? to employ 
every means legally in his power 
te defend by force, thf integrity 
of the national territory. A mo-' 
tion was ‘made in the Peruvian 
Chamber of Deputies by one of 
its members, urging them to pro- 
cure in behalf of Peru, the inter- 
vention of one or more European 
powers to enable her to struggle 
successfully against an enemy 
superior to her at sea. This mo- 
tion, although net yet acted upon, 
is received in Peru with much 
disfavor—a part of that republic 
being strongly opposed to Euro- 
pean intervention in any way on 
this Continent.

The utmost quiet has prevailed 
in front of Petersburg since Sun- 
day. In going over the late bat- 
tle field, we find our dead entirely 
stripped of clothing and some 
horribly mutilated.

Sr. Louis, Oct. 6th. 

Gen. Ewing and several officers 
of his command reached here last 
night, having marched from Pilut ” 
Knob to De Soto with an escort of 
forty men; thence to St. Louis by 
railroad. His retreat from Pilot 
Knob was unmolested till about 
twenty miles from Harrison Stua- 
tion, where the rebels attacked 
him in considerable force, but~ 
were driven back by artillery with 
loss. Two other attacks were 
made, both of which were repuls-_ 
ed. On arriving at Harrison Sta- 
tion Wednesday night he entered 
some slight breastworks, planted 
cannon and fonght the enemy 
pretty constantly until Saturday 
afternoon, when Col. Beveridge, 
with 600 of the 17th IIL. cavalry 
arrived from Rolla, and the rebels 
retired. Karly on Sunday morn- 
ing the command started for Rol- 
la, which point they reached ‘the 
Same evening with about 700 men 
aud all the artillery. The total 
loss of the command, including 
the siege of Pilot Knol, skirmish- 
ing on the retreat and the engage- 
ments at Harrisun’s station, is, 
about 300, the larger proportiun 

Dispatehes from Franklin re- 
port all quiet there. Gen. Smith 
commands the forces at that point, 
including the militia, under Pike. 
Latest accounts from Price place 
him six miles west of Union on 
Tuesday, on the Jefferson City 
road, His force consists of 15,000 
fighting men, cavalry and mount- 
ed infantry, with about 5,000 
camp fullowers~ All the move- 
ments indicate a design to také 
Jefferson City and install Tom.

Gen. Mower was heard from, but 
his whereabouts is contraband, 
and consequently there is no news 
from the extreme front for the pub- 
lic to know.

Desperate Fighting---The intelli- 
gence from Sheridan, etc. 
New York, Oct. 5tb. 


The Herald's correspondent with the 
cavalry on the left of the Army of the 
Potomac, says of the cavalry fight on 
Saturday: The rebels were led by Gen- 
erals Wade, Hampton, W. H. Lee, Dear- 
ing and Young, each with a brigade. 
They thought to secure an easy victory. 
They succeeded in driving our smal! 
force—whieh was commanded by Gen. 
Davies —from the Pine of some slight de- 
fenses, and dixmonuting three brigades 
they made a ‘lesperate attempt to dis 
loge ns frcm our position. The fight was 
terrific. Time amd again the rebels 
charged up to within a few feet of our. 
line, and were burled back with deadly 
showers of bullets; They thenattempted 
a flank movemen} add ut the same time 
chargiog our bredstworks, but they met 
euch a reception that they were glad to 
retarp,. Their lors was beavy. As soon 
it Was discovered that the enemy were

The Tridbunels special dated Martine] 
burg the 4th, snys:- The latest intelli- 
gence from Sheridan m to Saturday mor- 
ning. At that time his infantry force 
was still at Harrisonburg, while’ the 
cavalry were east of the Blue Ridge re- 
connoitering in the vicinity of Charlotts- 
ville. 

The rebel report of the disaster to our 
cavalry at Swift Head Gap is untrue. 
Instead of meeting with a repulse we 
gained a victory and captured about 100 
prisoners, and drove the rebels through 
the Gap which they had fortified: 
Rock Fish and Broom’s Gap have been 
strongly fortified by the rebels, and are 
defended by a considerable force. The 
ition is fankable on either side. 
It is probable that the next informa- 
tion we get from Sheridan will come via 
Alexandria. 
Supply trains céntinue to go to the 
front, and there is a direct indication 
that Martinsburg and Harpers Ferry are 
to be abandoned as a base of supplies.

The Herald's City Point correspon- 
dent, says: In the fight for the south 
side of the railroad, about 2,000 prison- 
ers fell into the hands of the rebels, be- 
longing principally to the Slst N. Y., 
21st Penn. and 7th R. I.

Washington, Oct. (tb. 


Nothing special from the Army of the 
Potomac to-day. Our advanced position 
bas been much strengthened, but there 
is little danger of the rebels attempting 
to dislodge us, aa Lee is too weak to at- 
tempt it. 


Lee acknowledges his position to be 
a Critical one. 
Philadelphia, Oct. 6th. 
The Enquirer's special from Wasbing- 
ton, says: [learn froma rebel sergeant 
who leit Stone’s brigade a week since, 
that Lee bas acknowledged his position 
critical. He has fortified Danville at all 
points. and repuired temporary defenses 
on the route. Ile had also taken a num 
ber of heavy guos from Richmond to 
Nashville. Supplies in bave 
entirely given out, and great difficulty is 
experienced in furnishing the rebel army 
even with corn meal. Davis and the 
Cabinet had left Riehmond for South 
Carolina. All newspapers except the 
Whig are moving from Richmond, and 
itis well known that the government 
archieves have been sent to Danville, 
which is Lee’s base of supplies. 
New York, Oct. 7th. 

The Jerald correspondent with the 
cavalry on the left of our line on the 4th. 
says: There bas been no fighting with 
this division since General Davies gave 
Hampton such a whipping a few days 
since. We still hold the ground and are 
ready at a moments notice to renew the 
hattle, but are waiting other movements 
before taking the offensive. 


The Richmond papers of the 4th, ac- 
knowledge the loss of Gen. Dunnovan 

Our pickets are now only fifty yards 
distant from the enemy. The most 
kindly feeling exists all along the line. 
Interviews between officers are of fre 
quent occurrence, aod there is a muina! 
understanding that pickets should not 
fire on each other. They acknowledge 
a defeat on Saturday, and claim that the 
whole of Sheridan’s corps was opposed 
to them. 


A correspoudent at Bermuda, the base 
of supplies for Butler's army, says: The 
greatest and most encouraging activity 
prevails. Yesterday, the 3d, nothing 
was done in relation to the advance on 
Richmond, for purely military reasons 
ether than to perfect details of move- 
ment, and consequently there is no news 
from the exisreme frout proper for the 
public to know. 


Fears entertained for the safety of 
the Steamship Roanoke. 


New York, Oct. 6th. 


The steamship Rownoke from Havana 
for this port bas been due since the 4th. 
having left lluvana on the 29th of Sept. 
We learn from a reliable person on board 
the steamship Havana, which arrived 
here this morning from Havana, that at 
the time the Roqnoke sailed, her captain 
was notified that among bis passengers

From Sheridan. 
, New York, Oct. 6th. 


A Washington dispatch says Gen. Wil- 
son has from Sheridan's 
head-quarters at Harrisonburg, and re- 
ports that the destruction and capture of 
rebel property by our cavalry, in the 
late great raid in the vicinity of Staun- 
ton, were on a colossal scale and most 
complete in execution. More than a hun- 
dred miles jvas destroyed on the Central 
railroad. 


Sherman taking measures to drive 
Forrest from our Lines. . 
Washington, Oct. 7th. 


A recent dispatch mentioned that 
Sherman was taking measures to protect 
bis communications from the rebels oper- 
ating aguinst them. Dispatches received 
last night show the fulfillment of this ex- 

ctation. Gen. Thomas was sent to 

uisville to organize troops in bis dis- 
trict and drive Forrest from our lines, 
while the attention of Sherman was di- 
rected to the movements of the main 
rebel army in the vicinity of Atlanta. 
On the 4th 4be rebels bad captured Big 
Shanty, but were followed up closely by 
Sherman, and onthe 6th asevere en- 
yagement wus fought by our forces un- 
der Gen. French, in which the rebels 
were driven from the field with heavy 
loss. leaving his dead and wounded in 
our hands. The details ure given in the 
following from Nashville, 6th: The fol- 
lowing telegram is just received from 
Chattanooga : Gen. Smith, who left here 
yesterday (5th) telegraphs that the ene- 
my retreated lust evening from Altoona. 
moving in the direction of Dallas and 
leaving bis dead and from 400 to 600 
wounded on the field. Onr loss is 
about 100 killed and 200 wonnded. The 
Resica bridge wiil be repaired by to-mor- 
row. and trains will be able to run as 
far as Altoona, going via Dalton, The 
retreat of the rebels toward Dallas indi- 
cates that Sherman was close on their 
rear near Altoona. I have not heard 
from Rossean or Washburne to-day, but 
presume they are pushing Forrest as 
rapidly.as the condition of the roads will 
aimit. We bave had beavy and contin- 
uous rains for the last five days, render- 
ing the roads and streams almost impass- 
able. I bave just received the following

It is probable that the next informa- 
tion we get from Sheridan will come via 
Alexandria. 

Supply trains céntinue to go to the 
front, and there is a direct indication 
that Martinsburg and Harpers Ferry are 
to be abandoned as a base of supplies.

From Sheridan. 
New York, Oct. 6th. 


A Washington dispatch says Gen. Wil- 
son has from Sheridan's 
head-quarters at Harrisonburg, and re- 
ports that the destruction and capture of 
rebel property by our cavalry, in the 
late great raid in the vicinity of Staun- 
ton, were on a colossal scale and most 
complete in execution. More than a hun- 
dred miles yvas destroyed on the Central 
railroad. 
Sherman taking measures to drive 
Forrest from our Lines. | 

Washington, Oct. 7th. 


A recent dispatch mentioned that 
Sherman was taking measures to protect 
bis communications from the rebels oper- 
ating against them. Dispatches received 
last night show the fulfillment of this ex- 

ectation. Gen. Thomas was sent to 
uisville to organize troops in bis dis- 
trict and drive Forrest from our lines, 
while the attention of Sherman was di- 
rected to the movements of the main 
rebel army in the vicinity of Atlanta. 
On the 4th #be rebels bad captured Big 
Shanty, but were followed up closely by 
Sherman, and onthe 6th a severe en- 
agement wus fought by our forces un- 
der Gen. French, in which the rebels 
were driven from the field with heavy 
loss. leaving his dead and wounded in 
our hands. The details ure given in the 
following from Nasbville, 6th: The fol- 
lowing telegram is just received from 
Chattanooga : Gen. Smith, who left here 
yesterday (5th) telegraphs that the ene- 
my retreated last evening from Altoona. 
moving in the direction of Dallas and 
leaving bis dead and from 400 to 600 
wounded on the field. Onur loss is 
about 100 killed and 200 wonuded. The 
Resica bridge wiil be repaired by to-mor- 
row. and trains will be able to ran as 
far as Altoona, going via Dalton. The 
retreat of the rebels toward Dallas indi- 
cates that Sherman was close on their 
rear near Altoona. I have not heard 
from Rossean or Washburne to-day, but 
presume they are pushing Forrest as 
rapidly as the condition of the roads will 
aimit. We bave had heavy and contin- 
uous rains for the last five days, render- 
ing the roads and streams almost impass- 
able. I have just received the following 
from Gen. Granger, dated Huntsville, 10 
p. m. 6th.: A courier just in reports that 
two rebels were eaptured yesterday who 
say they left Forrest at Lawrenceburg. 
the night before. crossing sonth. Gen. 
Morgun’s advance was skirmishing with 
the enemy this morning, on Skive creek. 
be being unable.to cross on account of 
high water. He bopes to be able to cross 
by to-morrow morning, when he will 
pusb them still farther on.

Yesterday, aceepting the kind 
invitation of several of the officers, 
we visited the camp-of Companies 
D and E, Nevada Volunteers, and 
the quarters of the Provost Guard, 
near by. The companies have 
their tents pitched on the side of 
a hill, just below a dumg-pile, in 
a,very dirty and dusty place— 
about the best they could do, how- 
ever, in that neighborhood. The 
men composing the troop are a 
fine, hardy looking set of fellows, 
and the officers speak in high 
commendation of their good beha: 
vior and discipline. They are on- 
ly antous for active 
which they are apt to get out on 
the plains, if the Indian difficul- 
ties are not soon settled. The 
soldiers, the tents, the glittering 
arms, the camp equippage, all 
reminded us of stirring scenes 
through which we have passed— 
of the “quality, pride, pomp and 
circumstance of glorious war”—of 
the “plumed troop,” the “neighing 
steed,” the “shrill trump,” the 
“ear-piercing fife,” and of those 
“engines whose rude throats the 
immortal Jove’s dread clamors 
counterfeit.” Glory and success 
to the Navada Volunteers! The 
quarters of the Provest Guard are 
very conveniently arranged, and 
everything about the premises 
looks neat andclean. They have 
now a force of some twenty-five 
men which is under the immediate 
command of Lieut. Edwards, who 


stand his duty. In this connec- 
tion, we would advise the com- 
manders of the companies now 
stationed for a brief time in the 
vicinity, to exercise a proper con- 
trol over their men. They are all 
no doubt good and brave boys— 
and we honor them for the uniform 
they wear—but a little license 
after long confinement in camp is 
apt to lead the best soldier to ex- 
cess.

Even at day boys 
should not be permitted to loiter 
on the street. They never learn 
anything; but on the contray, in 
listening to the-coarse jests and 
ribaldry of the vulgar, are lead 
away from the genial influence of 
religious training. Parents can- 
not be to careful in this respect! 
the responsibility resting upon 
their hands is incalculable.— Visa-
